1. Ensure the safety of firefighers, emergency resp onders, and general public is our number one priori ty. 
We do this through: 
- Strict adherence to the 10 Standard Fire Orders. 
- Mitigating all 18 Watch Out Situations. 
- Implementing LCES (Lookouts, Communications, Escape  Routes, and Safetry Zones). 
- Maintaining Situational Awareness. 
- Conducting Hazard / Risk Assessments throughout the  day. 
- Conduct “tailgate” briefing on the line with an emp hasis on personnel safety, health and wellfare. 

         
2. Keep the Simmons Road Fire contained to the foll owing boundaries: 

• East of Hwy 53 
• North of Live Oak Methodist Church Road 
• West of Suggs Mill Pond 
• South of Turnbull Road 

3. Continue to improve direct firelines that will p rovide long term containment and control. Minimize impact to 
Bushy Lake Natural Area by operating flextracks fro m within the burned area. 

4. Construct in-direct control lines to secure unco ntained fire perimeter, and provide contingency lin es for 
possible changing weather conditions and fire behav ior and to prepare for possible burnout operations 
should that be needed in the future. 

5. Provide structure protection in conjunction with  Cumberland and Bladen EM to residents of Turnbull Rd, 
Avery Rd and Squatting Bear Road. Monitor fire situ ation and initiate evacutions should trigger point be 
breached. 

6. Provide a constant flow of accrurate and timely inf ormation to local Fire Dept., Emergency Mgmt. citiz ens and 
media outlets. 

7. Contimue rehabilitation works as suppression eff orts allow. Identify needs and route thru chain-of- command 
to SITL. 

8. Follow NC Forest Service financial guidelines co ntained in the Incident Business Manual, to ensure cost 
effective incident management.  Ensure complete doc umentation for FMAG (Fire Management Assistance 
Grant). 

9. Evaluate resource and staffing needs daily to pr ovide for a smooth and coordinated downsizing towar d 
incident closeout.

General Fire Behavior 

Fuels continue to dry after the rains of last week. Major runs in the bay shrubs and southern rough fuels have been 

observed. Currently smoldering ground fire has been observed along with active burning in the litter and flare-ups in the 

shrubs that die back down. The fire has burned actively in green and cured fuels. Torching has been observed with some 

spotting. Watch for needle/leaf cast on all divisions which will provide surface fuels for smoldering or active ground fire.  

Predicted Fire Behavior for Today 

Expect an increase in fire behavior today with hot and dry conditions and increased winds. 

Forecasted NFDRS indices are up significantly today. 

 

Expect continued smoldering and active fire in organic soils. Active burning will be observed in the timber litter and 

southern rough fuels on the sand ridges. Ground fire will be the ignition source for cured and green fuels to burn and 

cause torching. Rates of spread and flame lengths are given for flanking fire and head fire in the table below. Spotting 

distances and probabilities of ignition are also given. Watch for erratic fire behavior near storms with gusty winds.

The talking points below are for your use in conversations with the media or the 

public.  

 
• The fire has burned 5,632 acres and is 70 percent contained. 

• Recent rain showers did not put the fire out, but slowed the spread of the fire 

allowing fire fighters time to widen containment lines. 

• The improved containment lines should hold as hot, dry conditions return 

over the next two days. 

• Houses along Hwy 53 and Turnbull, Avery and Squatting Bear roads could be 

threatened if the fire escapes containment lines. 

• The NC Forest Service has tractor-plow units, flexTracs and fire engines 

working to mop up hot spots along the fire perimeter. 

• Fire department resources from across the state are in place to provide 

protection to hundreds of structures around the fire area. 

• Air tankers are stationed at the Elizabethtown Airport and helicopters are at 

Turnbull Creek Educational State Forest to suppress flare ups if needed. 

• Ground fire will persist for weeks if the drought continues.  Smoke will linger 

in the area as long as there is ground fire. 

• Motorist should use caution in the fire area.  Watch for smoke on the highway 

and slow moving trucks.  Poor visibility may be experienced during the early 

morning hours.  Reduce speed accordingly. 

• The fire was reported on June 20, 2011 in a Carolina bay near the end on 

Dennis Harold Simmons Road.   

• Wildlife species in the area are accustomed to living in a fire adapted 

environment and will recover.
